day, five-day week, which he charac- 
terized as a request for the oppor- 
tunity for more work, had been mis- 
construed by the public, he declared, 
as an attempt to shorten the working 
hours. Average wages in the mining 
industries had not increased in the! 
same proportion as in other'basic in-! 
dustries, said ^[r. Blttncr, who quoted 
figures leading to show that the aver- 
age increase for most of the minors 
was 50 per cent over the 1911 scale,
